Dr. A. .Meville J. J, Whymant, one of 
the most distinguished scholars in the Far 
East ‘and perhaps the greatest linguist 
ever’to come to Peking, is a visitor in 
the Capital. Dr. Whymant, who is an} 
‘authority on Chineso and Japanese, ‘not 
tonly speaks, reads and writes both "these | 
languages, but- has javatt them for several 
years at Oxford. present he is lectur- 
ing on Chinese philosophy in Tokyo. 

Dr. Whymant speaks upwards of thirty “ayy 
different tongues. 

After making a thorough probe of thd 
origin, ofthe various languagts, he is 
able -to state that Chineze ig most prob- 
ably the first language that has ever been 
spoken, Tn, an interview with a repro- 
sensative of the Press, ‘he sayz:~~ 


‘(T believe, from the data I have been 
ahle'to gather, that Adam and Evo spoke’ 
Chinese. This language is.the most in- 
teresting in the world, It is the abori- 
ginal language used by- origina] inhabit- 
ants of tho, world. In’ comparing the 
various Janguages, I have. been unable 
to find any that preceded the Chinesu, 
which iv the ‘origin: of ‘the Burmese, 
Siames”, Annamese and Tibetan tongues. 

“The Chinese, I have been abla’ ta | 
ascertain, taught the ‘ancient’ Ezyptians, 
Romans. Persians and Greeks to ‘talk, 
Much of our own philosophy in the West 
has come out of Chinese philosophy, and 
what strikes me ng moat interesting is 
that pl!
